Toner cartridge 

• Do not leave the toner cartridge out of the protection 
bag for a long time. It will decrease the toner life. 

Drum cartridge 

• Read the instructions on page 1 1 before you begin 
installation of the drum cartridge. After you have read 



them, open the drum cartridge protection bag. The 
drum cartridge contains a photosensitive drum. 
Exposing it to light may damage the drum. Once you 
have opened the protection bag: 

- Do not expose the drum cartridge to light for 
more than 45 seconds. 

- Do not touch or scratch the green drum surface. 

- Do not place the drum cartridge near dust or dirt, 
or in a high humidity area. 

- Do not expose the drum cartridge to direct 
sunlight. 

• To extend the life of the drum cartridge, the power 
switch should never be turned OFF immediately after 
printing. Leave the power turned ON for a minimum 
of 30 minutes after printing. 

Location 

• To avoid malfunction, do not position the unit near 
appliances such as TVs or speakers which generate 
an intense magnetic field. 

Static electricity 

• To prevent static electricity damage to the interface 
connectors or other electrical components inside the 
unit, touch a grounded metal surface before touching 
the components. 

Environment 

• Keep the unit away from electrical noise generating 
devices, such as fluorescent lamps and motors. 

• The unit should be kept free from dust, high 
temperature and vibration. 

• The unit should not be exposed to direct sunlight.

1.6 Toner cartridge and drum 
cartridge 

The supplied toner cartridge is a starter toner cartridge. 
Caution: 

• Read the following instructions before you begin 
installation. After you have read them, open the 
drum cartridge protection bag. The drum 
cartridge contains a photosensitive drum. 
Exposing it to light may damage the drum. Once 
you have opened the protection bag: 

- Do not expose the drum cartridge to light for 
more than 45 seconds. 

- Do not touch or scratch the green drum 
surface at the bottom of the drum cartridge. 

- Do not place the drum cartridge near dust or 
dirt, or in a high humidity area. 

- Do not expose the drum cartridge to direct 
sunlight. 

• Do not leave the toner cartridge out of the 
protection bag for a long time. It will decrease the 
toner life. 

• We cannot be responsible for any damage to the 
unit or degradation of print quality which may 
occur from the use of a non-Panasonic toner 
cartridge and drum cartridge. 

• Do not add toner to the toner cartridge. 

1 Open tlie front cover (®) by holding the center part. 




2 Unlock the drum cartridge cover by pushing the tabs 
((D) in the direction of the arrows.

• Do not remove the monochrome drum cartridge 
from the protection bag before installing the color 
drum cartridge in step 8. 

• When holding the color drum cartridge, be sure 
to handle it over a table to prevent damage 
caused by dropping it from a high position. 



6 Detach the protective caps {(§)), then detach the 
upper seal cover by holding the tab ((7)). 




7 Firmly grip the color drum cartridge ((5)) and remove 
the protective tray ((D) by sliding it toward you. 




• Do not touch or scratch the green drum surfaces 
(®) at the bottom of the drum cartridge. 




8 Hold the green lever (®) of the color drum cartridge 
(®) using your left hand, and hold the front part 
using your right hand. Then insert it into the left side 
of the unit. 

• Make sure that the arrows (®) match to insert 
the drum cartridge correctly.

2.5.2 Using the automatic document feeder 




1 Insert the document (up to 50 pages) FACE UP into 
the feeder until a single beep is heard. 

2 Adjust the width of the document guides (®) to fit 
the actual size of the document. 



Note: 



Confirm that there are no documents on the scanner 
glass. 

Check that any ink, paste or correction fluid has dried 
completely. 

Remove clips, staples or other fasteners. 
Do not insert the following types of documents (Make 
a copy of the document using the scanner glass and 
set the copy instead.): 

- Chemically treated paper such as carbon or 
carbonless duplicating paper 

- Electrostatically charged paper 

- Badly curled, creased or torn paper
